Unrestricted Furnace Location — Because the 
Van-Packer Chimney can be ceiling or floor suspended, 
the heating plant can be located anywhere and the chimney 
placed right above it. The furnace is not restricted to out¬ 
side wall location, as is often the case in conventional brick 
chimney construction. It can be centrally-located to provide 
balanced heat runs for greater living comfort at lower 
fuel cost. 

Safe Conversion of Furnace —Since the Van-Packer 
Chimney is completely safe for use with all fuels, the 
heating plant can be converted from one fuel to another 
without costly chimney alterations, and with perfect 
safety and confidence. 

Safe for Incinerators — Regardless of the heating 
plant, all incinerators require an all-fuel chimney for safe, 
efficient operation. The Van-Packer all-fuel chimney is UL 
listed for incinerator service, and has the draft capacity 
to simultaneously handle a furnace, water heater, and 
incinerator properly and safely. 

Saves Space, Money — With the Van-Packer Chim¬ 
ney, the heating plant, water heater and incinerator can 
all be grouped in one spot to save floor space. This also 
eliminates costly extra piping and additional vents. 

Permanent, Safe — The Van-Packer is 100% fire safe, 
and is factory-engineered to outlast the building it serves. 
Metal and mortar can be eaten away by acids from burning 
fuels. In the Van-Packer Chimney, acids contact only fire 
clay tile and acid-proof cement. The Van-Packer flue is 
unharmed by acids, heat shock, freezing and thawing. 
The Van-Packer remains permanently sealed, leak-proof 
and gas-tight. 



Replace Dangerous Chimney — If an old chimney 
becomes dangerous or inefficient, it can be blocked up, 
and a low-cost Van-Packer Chimney quickly installed. 
The Van-Packer will provide 34% better draft than the 
standard 8" x 12" tile-lined brick chimney, plus permanent 
fire-safety. It is easily installed, requiring no special skills 
or tools. 


Install for Furnace Conversion —If chimney alter¬ 
ations are necessary when converting the heating plant 
from one fuel to another, it is less costly to install a 
Van-Packer Chimney. Installing a Van-Packer would also 
enable a more convenient furnace location and cut fuel 
bills by assuring more efficient furnace operation. 

Install with Incinerator — Incinerator installation 
requires an all-fuel chimney if one is not already available. 
The Van-Packer is U.L. listed for incinerator service. It 
can be quickly and inexpensively installed anywhere 
directly over the incinerator. The higher draft developed 
by the Van-Packer assures complete burning of garbage 
and refuse. The fire clay tile lining of the Van-Packer with¬ 
stands temperatures in excess of 2100° F., completely safe 
for the sudden and frequent heat shocks from an incinerator. 

Install with New Furnace —When modernizing, the 
old furnace location by the outside wall can be disregarded. 
The new heating plant can be placed anywhere to save 
floor space and provide the best heat distribution. The 
Van-Packer Chimney can be ceiling or floor suspended 
directly over the furnace to best serve it. Requires only an 
18" square of floor space even when completely framed-in. 

Enclose Unsightly Vents — The Van-Packer Deluxe 
brick-panel housing and deluxe housing cap assembly can 
be purchased separately and used to enclose unsightly vent 
pipes on any type of existing construction. The cement- 
asbestos housing and cap assembly provides attractiveness 
with permanent fire-safety.

TEST DATA 

In comparative performance tests of a 17' Van- 

Packer Chimney and a 17' tile-lined 8" x 12" 

brick chimney, conducted by an independent 

laboratory, the following facts were proven. 

1. The Van-Packer develops 34% more draft 
than an 8" x 12" brick chimney. 

2 . The Van-Packer shows considerably less heat 
loss than an 8" x 12" brick chimney. 

3 . The Van-Packer is far less subject to con¬ 
densation than an 8" x 12" brick chimney. 

4 . The Van-Packer is more suitable for inter¬ 
mittent firing because it develops maximum 
draft in less than half the time required by 
and 8" x 12" brick chimney. 

5. The Van-Packer has a venting capacity which 
is virtually double that of an 8" x 12" brick 
chimney of the same height. 



Cross-sectional view of Van-Packer masonry flue 
section, illustrating the rugged, time-tested materials 
that go into its construction. The tile-liner is capable 
of withstanding over 2100° F. The flue sections have 
insulating value of 24" brick or 70" concrete wall. 
























INSTALLATION > METHOD 







One Man Installs a Van-Packer Chimney in less Than 3 Hours 


1. Place chimney support in prepared 
opening and nail to the joists. 


4 . Install adjustable, leak-proof flash¬ 
ing (provided) onto the roof. 


7 . Score and cut housing panels to 
the correct height and roof pitch. 


2 . Cement flue sections in place using special 
high-temperature joint cement provided. 


5. Cement masonry flue sections in place up 
through the roof to 2 ft. above roof ridge. 


8. Slide housing panels together to form locked 
housing and fasten to roof. 


Cement flue sections up to roof — 
attach ‘snap-lock” drawhands. 


6. Set housing cap on flue sections 
and measure for height of housing. 


9. Fasten housing cap assembly onto 
housing to complete installation.

Detail above attic line on ceiling or floor supported chimneys is identical. Height from 
floor or ceiling level is designated dimension "L” for use in ordering. 

Detail above tee section on pier supported chimney is identical with floor or ceiling 
suspension above support assembly. Height from pier foundation to top of last 
section is designated dimension "P” for use in ordering. 

Dimension "H” is for use in ordering housing length required, regardless of method 
of installation.
